This has been
eleared and partly planted to trees and shrubs. The
strects hawe been cleaned and walks repaired. School
grounds have been beautified and made more home-
Tike.

To commemorate the excellent work of six months
the ladies held a festival of three days. They point
wmith much pride to the results of organization in
behalf of the town. They have changed the theories
about everybody’s business being nobody’s affairs
and shown that the people must be interested before
any radical changes can be made in municipal mat-
ters. They have demonstrated that a eity can be
kept clean and free from epidemies and eontagious
diseases by proper methods. Their city has become
a model and for this reason they are ready to make
merTy.

A modern eity cannot be built up without giving
attention to the details of minor conveniencies, says
the Post-Intelligencer. The streets may be graded
and laek in suitable crossings and walks or have not
the needed drinking fountains. Publie alleys in
the business centers will be receptacles for trash and
disease germs if not kept clean. It is the work of
the societies to look after those public matters, The
Fadies are not meddling with affairs that properly
belong to the municipal directors, but rather aet-
g as supplemental powers in cleammz and beautify-
ing the town.

The lesson of Port Townsend should be carried
Bome to every city in this state, A clean eity means
Bealthy ehildren and contented men and more pa-
triotic women. No family can be happy when sick-
mess eontinues in the home year after year. Unelean
aities produce various diseases that rob the fami-
Bes of their peace and money. Scavengers of the
gireets are as much necessary as gulls of the seas.
Bwery disease-breeding pool and alley should be
glemned and purified. Let other eities study the
eivie [essans.

CURING CANCER.

So many announcements of the discovery of a
suecessful method of  treating malignant tumors
has proven erroncous and disappointing that every
fresh one is received by medical men with great
caution. Such is the attitude which the profession
has assumed in regard to Dr. Doyen, who talked
about his own system to the Paris Academy of Med-
icine last week. Owing to the apparent inerease in
the prevalence of cancer in the United States and
Europe, any real improvement in coping with the
evil is not likely to be ignored: but every new rem-
edy must be judged by its results, Now, no one is
in a better position to put Dr. Doyen’s work in a
favorable light than himself, and the statisties which
he is able to present can hardly be ealled encourag:
ing. Out of 216 cases which he has treated he pre-
tends to have effected eures i oonly 42, e pro-
nounces 128 of them failures, and the other 46 are
still under observation.

A proposition was made to his hearers by Dr,
Doyen which certainly ought to throw more Light on
the \'llh_i!‘i‘t He asks to have his sertum tested, either
in hospitals or private practice, by other physicians,
and the appointment of a committee to conduet the
experiments has been authorized. Perhaps his own
claims, which are extremely modest, will be con.
firmed, and perhaps they will not. A somewhat
similar trial was given in England last winter to
the anti-toxin of a German speeialist, Dr. Otto
Schmidt. The latter had declared that in almost
every one of 29 eases in which his remedy was em-
ployed the eondition of the patient was materially
